It represents the ingenuity and dar- 
ing of man, made in the image of God, as 
he conquers the stubborn earth, which is 
cursed because of his forefather’s trans- 
gression (Gen. 3:17-19). With modern 
equipment, he harvests the abundant yield 
which God has given this great nation, thus 
guaranteeing life to millions in Europe and 
Asia who would otherwise die of starvation. 

Few people realize the important part 
bread plays in their lives. It is the basic 
food, and is sometimes called the staff of 
life.

Church for the Deaf in Akron, Ohio. 
Since our beginning several months 
ago, with eight members, we have in- 
creased to fifteen members, have re- 
ceived $2,000 from the Akron people 
to purchase two nice lots and have 
plans made for a nice brick building. 


“In this city there are 1,100 deaf. 


people and of that number not over 
ten per cent go to church. Our church 
will be the first of its kind in Akron. 
However, we still have a financial 
need before we can begin actual con- 
struction. .. .” 

We are certainly happy that such a 
noble work for the Lord has been 
started, and we are trusting and pray- 
ing that many more deaf souls will 
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find Jesus Christ and receive many 
blessings from the Lord through this 
ministry. We are also praying that 
the Lord will,,in a marvelous way, 
supply their every need. 

Ohio seems to be progressing great- 
ly for the Lord! I only wish I were 
able to make a trip there to see this 
deaf church and also to attend a 
service on July 27 at South Lebanon, 
to which I have been invited, but will 
be unable to attend. Brother A. C. 
Starn, pastor of the church at South 
Lebanon, writes: 

“We wish to extend to you a spe- 
cial invitation to attend our mort- 
gage-burning service, July 27. Brother 
Goins will be with us that day to burn 
the mortgage. The Lord has blessed 
in the work here . . . we have com- 
pleted a $2,500 remodeling program 
and have it paid for. We also have 
a parsonage fund started. We thank 
God for it all, for it has been by the 
help of the Lord and the good church 
people working that this has been 
accomplished. We have a nice block 
church, 40 x 60 feet, all seated and 
carpeted, with Sunday School rooms 
in the basement.” 

We rejoice with Brother Starn, and 
trust that the Lord will continue to 
bless in South Lebanon and through- 
out the whole State and Nation for 
the Church of God.

The Sunday School teacher has 
two kinds of work to do in the class. 
She is to win the lost for Christ and 
teach Christians the Word of God and 
the ways of God. 

In order to accomplish these two 
things, the teacher must meet certain 
requirements. The student will look 
at her life for evidence of the power 
of the message she presents. He will 
watch her manner of life, her dress, 
her conversation, and will be im- 
pressed either positively or negative- 
ly by what he sees in her. She 
should be a good advertisement for 
the ministry she gives. 

The first requirement for the soul- 
winning teacher is that she must be 
spiritually minded. She must depend 
on the Holy Spirit for the material 
and the method of presenting it. The 
Scripture speaks of some who so spake 
that many believed. Since it is pos- 
sible to so speak that many will be- 
lieve, it is also possible to so speak 
that no one will believe. The teach- 
er must look to the Spirit of God 
for the ability to say the right things 
in the right way so that each mem- 
ber of the class will get some portion 
for his heart. This may be illustrated 
by the dining table. The mother 
fixes food for the baby, food for the 
children, and food for the old grand- 
mother. There is hard food and soft 
food, sweet and sour, food for the 
weak and food for the strong. The 
table is spread so that everyone who 
sits around it can have something 
to eat. The soul-winning teacher 
must prepare a spiritual feast for 
her class in the same way. Only 
the Holy Spirit. can enable her to 
have the varied ministry that is need- 
ful for the many kinds of hearts that 
will be present. 

The soul-winning teacher must be 
earnest. If the scholars see that the 
teacher is not much interested in the 
lesson, but is teaching as a matter of 
routine or as a sideline, they will not 
be attentive, nor show any interest in 
what is being said. If the teacher is 
careless, the pupils will also be care- 
less. Therefore, the Sunday School 
teacher should have an intense ear- 
nestness and should realize that she is 
a channel used by the Lord to im- 
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press, influence, and change the lives 
of those who are sitting before her. 


She must be resourceful in present- 
ing the lesson so that it will be im- 
pressive and easily understood. The 
use of illustrations will make the les- 
son interesting. These may be 
drawn from the animal kingdom, the 
mineral kingdom, or the vegetable 
kingdom; from the sky, the sea, or 
human society. All illustrations 
should be pointed and of such a char- 
acter that the scholars can under- 
stand easily. Proper illustrations 
can make a lesson so interesting that 
the children will sit on the edge of 
the seat, waiting for the whole story. 

The teacher must make the lesson 
clear and plain. She must have no 
doubts about the pupils understand- 
ing what she has taught. The only 
way to be sure of this is to ask ques- 
tions which cannot be answered by 
“yes” or “no.” Ask questions which 
require careful thought and _ intelli- 
gent answers. Sometimes it is neces- 
sary to present a truth in a number 
of different ways before the students 
fully understand. The Scripture says, 
“Cursed is he that doeth the work of 
the Lord negligently.” Let us not be 
careless in handling young lives, but 
let us be earnest, careful, and thor- 
ough, so that we know each student 
understands fully the truth which has 
been presented. 

The teacher must diagnose each 
case, for no two are alike. All of the 
members of the class will not respond 
to the some message in the same way. 
Each person is an individual with 
his own personal thoughts and con- 
clusions. The teacher should not be 
in a hurry in making a diagnosis. 
There must be a thorough under- 
standing of the individual’s mind 
and heart so that the proper message 
might be taken from the precious 
Word of God and applied to that 
soul. The diagnosis can best be ef- 
fected by careful personal work. Deal 
with each student individually. Per- 
haps it must be done during the 
week. The child can be taken to a 
nice restaurant for a meal. This is 
always a thrill to the young person. 
On such occasions, he will usually 
open up his heart and tell what is

going on in his soul. The teacher 
should also visit in the home in order 
to see what the surroundings and in- 
fluences are there. This will help 
her to know what remedy to apply 
in his particular case. Sometimes 
the child will hide the real feelings 
of his heart so the teacher must be 
very skillful in making a correct diag- 
nosis. Do not be in a hurry. Be de- 
liberate, be slow, and be thorough. 


The story is told of a young woman 
who had a class of girls about twen- 
ty years of age. There were about 
twenty-four girls in the class, all of 
them bright, intelligent, and educated 
girls, but none of them saved. The 
teacher was discouraged because they 
did not seem to respond to the gospel. 
She said to her brother, who was an 
evangelist, “Sam, I am going to give 
up my class because I am not able to 
win the girls. I am just wasting their 
time and mine.” 

He replied, “Elizabeth, do not give 
up the class until you have spent one 
night with God over each one of 
them personally and _ individually. 
Take your class roll, go into your 
room, lock the door, get on your knees, 
and tell the Lord about each girl. 
Tell Him about each one’s character- 
istics and how she reacts to the mes- 
sage. Tell Him all that you know 
about each one and then plead with 
Him for each one personally. Look 
to the Spirit to give you wisdom in 
handling them and in knowing what 
to say to them. I believe you will 
find that something will happen. 
Please Go not give up the class until 
you have done this.” 

She agreed and did as her brother 
had suggested. She began with the 
first name on the roll and told the 
Lord all that she knew about that 
one, and then took the second, the 
third, and so on down the list. The 
next Sunday, as she gave the message 
two or three girls accepted the Sav- 
ior. During the next few weeks, 
all had accepted Him. A careful diag- 
nosis of each case, coupled with ear- 
nestness, thoughtfulness, and a deep 
desire to win each one, worked won- 
ders in that class. It will be true in 
every class.

TOBACCO 


“Fully 98 per cent of all youthful criminals who have 
been confined in this institution were cigaret fiends,” 
said Dr. Coffin, who, for over twenty years, was connected 
with the Whittier Reform School of California. 

“Cigarets are ruining our children, endangering their 
lives, dwarfing their intellects, and making them criminals 
fast. I am not a crank on this subject; but it is my opinion 
that cigarets will do more than liquor to ruin boys. There is 
something in a cigaret that seems to get into the system 
of a boy, which destroys all moral fibre.”—Judge Crane, 
Magistrate of New York City. 

Thomas A. Edison, the great electrical genius and in- 
ventor, said: “Cigaret smoke has a violent action on the 
nerve centers, producing a‘degeneration of the cells of 
the brain, which is quite rapid among boys; unlike most 
narcotics, this degeneration is permanent and uncontroll- 
able. No man or boy who smokes cigarets can work in 
my laboratories. In my opinion, there are enough de- 
generates in the world without manufacturing more by 
means of cigarets.” 

Mr. Edison further stated, “Acrolein is one of the most 
terrible drugs in its effect on the human body. The 
burning of ordinary cigaret paper always produces acro- 
lein. I can hardly exaggerate the dangerous nature of 
acrolein, and yet that is what a man or a boy is dealing 
with every time he smokes an ordinary cigaret.” 





IT IS LATER THAN WE THINK 
It should be sobering to us that today, nearly 2,000 years 
after Jesus broke bread for the multitudes near Galilee, 
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more than half the people of the world are hungry, ap- 
proximately a half lack clothing and shelter, three-fifths 
are without even an elementary education, and four-fifths 


lack medical care. If the words “one world” roll from 
our tongues too glibly, let us remind ourselves that de- 
spite vaunted physical and scientific advances, our one 
world is still hungry, ill-clad, and untaught. This is 
doubly sobering when we realize that the Creator has 
provided abundant resources for all to live well. It is 
not His will that “one of the least of these” should perish. 

Now, it is later than we think. The time is short. Great 
areas of mankind are in one of those rare moods when 
they will follow him who offers a solution for their ills, 
regardless of where he may lead. To remain content with 
our past deeds and to assume that for the next fifteen 
or twenty years we can go on doing pretty much the 
same as we are now, is to remain oblivious to great dan- 
gers, as well as to a great urgency and possibility before us. 

It is heartening to see different mission groups rethink- 
ing their strategy in the light of present needs, and to 
see certain boards planning to join hands in Christian 
tasks which can best be performed by working in coopera- 
tion —I. W. M. (Agricultural Missions Notes).

Truly, these are days when the Church chal- 
lenges the youth to take advantage of the great oppor- 
tunities before them and I think the youth challenge 
the Church in that they say, “Give us a chance, give us 
an opportunity, and we’ll show you our vision, courage, 
stamina, and strength, for we will give of our best to the 
Master.” The greatest awakening of youth in all history 
is before us with the greatest possibilities. During this 
last war, the world realized the value of our young people. 
Their services were engaged in every nation. When Hitler 
organized his youth in Germany, few visualized what the 
great farsighted planning could mean. If only today, we 
could organize and harness the energies of youth for 
good! 

In youth are the days of character building, of choos-

Text: Matt. 26:15, 16, “And said unto 
them, What will ye give me, and I 
will deliver him unto you? And they 
covenanted with him for thirty pieces 
of silver. And from that time he 
sought opportunity to betray him.” 

Jesus chose twelve apostles to as- 
sist Him in laying the foundation of 
this church dispensation. He chose 
Judas Iscariot because He saw in him 
the qualifications for this great work. 
We must admit that Judas was a good 
man, or accuse Jesus of choosing His 
enemy to assist Him. The other apos- 
tles saw in him business qualifications 
and they chose him for their treasur- 
er. Jesus gave him power to cast out 
devils, heal the sick, and cleanse 
lepers. He used that power and played 
his part for three years. 

Good men won’t be tempted to per- 
form outright mean acts. Satan 
knows that, and through small “no 
harm sins” lures them away from 
Christ. Judas had a weak point. He 
let the glitter of gold sway his life, 
as many others have) done. If any 
pastor lets the abundant tithes and 
financial support of a church major 
in his decisions, he is playing Judas. 
When a pastor shuns to declare 
necessary reproof against certain 
prominent members, because of their 
financial support, he is betraying his 
Master, betraying himself, and suf- 
fering immeasurable loss. 

Judas, probably, desired prominence 
and yielded more and more to this 
inclination until he was mastered by 
it. When a preacher, or any member, 
feels that he is indispensable—that 
the church couldn’t go without him— 
it will have to go without him and 
in spite of him, for in reality he is 
out of it and doesn’t know it. I fear 
that some of our people are more con- 
cerned about what other folks think 
about them than they are about 
pleasing God. Some say they don’t feel 
condemned about doing things that 
the Bible forbids. There is growing 
laxity among preachers and the laity 
that is as traitorous as Judas’ kiss. 
If ever holiness people needed to 
practice holiness more, it is now. 
Time is short. What is done must be 
done quickly. 

Jealousy might have come into 
Judas’ heart. Seeing the success and 
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growing influence of Jesus, he might 
have let that old demon of jealousy 
creep in. A jealous preacher is as 
perilous, or more so, as a pack of 
hungry wolves among a flock of 
lambs. He is a traitor of the worst 
type. Jealousy wrecks homes, hinders 
the church, dements men and women, 
and causes hell to rejoice. Judas, 
lured by money, and probably filled 
with jealousy, sold his Lord for the 
price of a slave, and betrayed himself 
to a low station in hell. A jealous 
preacher will talk about and falsely 
accuse other preachers, persuade peo- 
ple to stay away from church, cause 
them to go to other churches when 
there are services at their own church, 
and lament about how he has been 
mistreated. Satan couldn’t find a bet- 
ter assistant in his treacherous work 
than a jealous preacher. Dear breth- 
ren and sisters, let us examine our- 
selves thoroughly and daily lest we 
become Judasites, betray our Lord, 
betray our brethren, and betray our- 
Selves. 


Judas started a movement that has 
a large membership today. He has 
followers who are much more éeffi- 
cient at this lowest practice than he 


was. He would almost turn green with 
envy, if he could see them perform. 
They operate under the Christian 
name, like saboteurs who wear the 
uniform of soldiers. They profess 
holiness, but, under cover, practice 
sin; proclaim love for the church, but 
do all they can to obstruct its prog- 
ress and glorify themselves. Looking 
down the Vista of Time, Jude saw 
them, and wrote, “Beloved, when I 
gave all diligence to write unto you 
of the common salvation, it was need- 
ful for me to write unto you, and ex- 
hort you that ye should earnestly 
contend for the faith which was de- 
livered unto the saints. For there are 
certain men crept in unawares, who 
were before of old ordained to this 
condemnation, ungodly men, turning 
the grace of God into lasciviousness, 
and denying the only Lord God, and 
our Lord Jesus Christ,” Jude 3, 4. 

Some people say, “I would join the 
church if such were not in it.” Friend, 
if you want to get away from such 
folk, get right, unite with the church 
and live up to the teachings of the 
Bible, and when you pass through the 
pearly gates, not one of them will 
creep out of his filthy ways to disturb 
your peace. 

If you are in this class, I mean you. 
Don’t fall out with me. Be honest, 
pray through, then practice true holi- 
ness, and when the saints go march- 
ing in, you will be in the parade.

1 Thess. 5:13 


To be at peace among ourselves, as 
Paul exhorts in this scripture, one 
must first know the author of peace. 
“For God is not the author of con- 
fusion, but of peace, as in all church- 
es of the saints,” I Cor. 14:33. 

Then if we know God, we know 
peace, for He is the Prince of Peace.

“Behold, how good and how pleas- 
ant it is for brethren to dwell together 
in unity!” Psalm 133:1. Where there 
is unity there is strength, and where 
there is strength there is power, and 
power moves things and moves on the 
hearts of people. The power of God 
convicts the sinner and makes him 
want God; draws him to God. “And 
I, if I be lifted up from the earth, 
will draw all men unto me,” John 
12:33. 

One way to lift Jesus up is to “be 
at peace among ourselves.” The world 
doesn’t have any peace to give. They 
don’t have any peace of their own. 
They have unrest; they have war; 
they have fear; they are unsettled, 
uneasy. The way of peace they have 
not known. A sad, pitiful plight to 
be in, but yet how true! 

Jesus says to those who are His, 
Peace I leave with you, my peace I 
give unto you: not as the world giv- 
eth, give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it be 
afraid,” John 14:27. 

All the wealth of this world, sold 
a thousand times, could not buy the 
smallest gift from heaven. Jesus says, 
“My peace I give unto you”—a gift 
from Jesus, our elder brother; peace 
of heart, peace of mind, peace one 
with another (Mark 9:50), peace 
among ourselves. 

Follow peace with all men, without 
which no man shall see the Lord. The 
Scripture says, “and holiness, without 
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which no man shall see the’ Lord,” 
but the peace comes first. With peace 
among ourselves, we will prove to the 
world that we are true holiness, with- 
out which no man shall see the Lord. 

“A soft answer turneth away wrath: 
but grievous words stir up. anger,” 
Prov. 15:1. We should watch our 
words. Many times we can pursue 
peace by answering with kindness. 
A soft answer turneth away wrath. 
“Mark the perfect man .. . for the 
end of that man is peace,” Psalm 
37:37. How may we retain this peace? 
“Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace 
whose mind is stayed on thee,” Isaiah 
23:3. “The Lord will bless his peo- 
ple with peace,” Psalm 29:11, while 
there is hatred, strife, envy, unfaith- 
fulness, lustfulness, blasphemers, and 
false accusers. The Lord will still bless 
His people with peace, while the 
world has traitors, those who are 
heady, highminded, lovers of pleas- 
ures more than lovers of God, having 


a form of godliness, but denying the 
power thereof, “for the way of peace 
they have not known,” 2 Timothy 3. 
holiness. They know nothing of the 
way of peace. Their feet are swift to 
shed blood, whose mouth is full of 
cursing and bitterness. There is no 
fear of God before their eyes. There 
is none of them that doeth good, no 
not one. Turn away from their evil 
ways, turn to God; seek peace, and 
pursue it. Show them a more excel- 
lent way. “O that thou hadst heark- 
ened to my commandments! then had 
thy peace been as a river, and thy 
righteousness as the waves of the 
sea,” Isaiah 48:18. 

“T will hear what God the Lord 
will speak: for he will speak peace 
unto his people, and to his saints,” 
Psalm 85:8. The Lord spake peace to 
my heart one day and He will speak 
peace to you, my sinner friend, if you 
will let Him. He will give you a deep- 
settled peace, undisturbed by the 
world. He will bring happiness into 
your home. He will make even your 
enemies to be at peace with you. 
Prov. 16:7. He will make you to be 
at peace among yourselves. 





There Will Be No Ice Water in Hell

This may be.one of the simplest 
themes you have ever seen in all of 
your life.

And he cried and said, Father 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
send Lazarus, that he may dip the 
tip of his finger in water, and cool 
my tongue; for I am tormented in 
this flame.” 

This rich man lifted up his eyes, 
being in such torment by the flames 
of hell, and the first thing he asked 
for was, not a glass of water, not ice 
water, but he cried, perhaps with a 
loud voice, and said, “Father Abra- 
ham, have mercy on me, and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of 
his finger (notice, just one finger) 
in water, and cool my tongue, for 
I am tormented in this flame.” But 
Abraham said, “Son, remember that 
thou in thy lifetime had all good 
things. You had the best home that 
money could buy, you had all good 
things to eat day by day. Lazarus did 
not have anything. He was hungry. 
He came and asked just for the 
crumbs that fell from your table and 
you were too high-minded and 
thought you were better than any- 
one else. But now Lazarus is com-

WANTED: Bible Cranslators 


By Wayne McAfee 


Every time a missionary comes back 
from the field to the United States 
he stresses the need for missionaries. 
Every mission board needs mission- 
aries of all types—pastoral, teaching, 
medical, and linguistic. It is true that 
there is a great need for every type 
of missionary and that slowly these 
needs are being filled by the grace of 
God. The last type, however, has had 
a struggling beginning but the need 
for linguistic missionaries is just as 
great as the medical or pastoral mis- 
Sionary. For, “How shall they believe 
in him of whom they have not 
heard?” and we all know that “Faith 
cometh by hearing and hearing by 
the Word of God.” 

Many of the truths and promises 
of God’s Holy Word are indeed pre- 
cious to our souls. Just what would we 
do without the Bible? If we did not 
know that God so loved us that He 
gave His only Son that we might 
have eternal life, that He was wound- 
ed for our transgressions, and bruised 
for our iniquities, that His name shall 
continue as long as the sun, that He 
is coming back so that where He is 
there we may be also, then we would 
not have the joy that we have now, 
and we would be ofall men most 
miserable. 

If the Bible is so interesting and 
precious to us, and has brought us 
such joy, then why should we sit here 
and enjoy its greatness when in the 
world there are at least seven hun- 
dred million that have never yet even 
heard the name of Jesus Christ? In 
this world there are spoken over two 
thousand languages, and approxi- 
mately one thousand languages do 
not have a single syllable of the Word 
of God! 
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In Siberia there are seventy-five 
tribes that need translations of the 
Bible; in China there are approxi- 
mately fifty tribes that do not have 
any portion of the Bible; in India, 
one hundred; in French Indo China, 
fifty; in the Philippines, forty; in 
South America, 300; in Africa, 350; 
and in the Caucasus of Russia, several. 

There is wonderful opportunity in 
winning your informant (the native 
helper who gives you the words of his 
own language) to Christ while you 
are in the process of translation, for 
when you try to get the right words 
from him concerning the deep love 
of God for his soul, then you can ex- 
plain to him that Jesus loves him, 
too, and can save his soul. When you 
translate the book of Acts of the Apos- 
tles and tell him that the experience 
of Pentecost is for him, too, then he 
can receive the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. 

The story is told of a young African 
informant that was helping a brother 
in translation of the Bible in his lan- 
guage. He had read the Bible in 
French all of his life, but it was not 
as clear to him as it was in the new 
translation in his own native tongue. 
After he read a while, he turned to 
the missionary and said, “I believe 
that God is black just like I am.” If 
God will help us, we can translate 
the beautiful Holy Bible into a man’s 
language so that it will be so forcible 
to him that he will deeply desire the 
Lord to be his own personal Saviour. 

There is unlimited opportunity for 
the linguistic missionary in translat- 
ing and teaching the native to read 
so that he may read his own Bible 
and receive the Lord, and such a no- 
table work it is in leading souls to 


Christ. 

Bible translation is one of the most 
important phases of missionary work, 
for no matter how much the mission- 
ary may tell the native of Christ, he 
wants to read about Christ for himself 
and see in his own language that 
inspired Book that God gave to the 
world. Many natives have had Bibles 
in the language of the country that 
has conquered them, and they cher- 
ish that Book above all books even 
though they cannot read it. If they 
had the Bible in their own language 
they would read about the God that 
has done so much for them. We let 
our Bibles lie idle because we have 
heard the story so often, and the de- 
sire to read it again has left us—yet 
many have not as yet received one 
Gospel telling the good news! 

There is a school in the United 
States that is training missionaries 
for this type of work. It is under the 
auspices of the Wycliffe Bible Trans- 
lators, of Glendale, California, an in- 
terdenominational mission board 
which is striving to translate God’s 
Word into some of these many un- 
written languages. The instructors 
teach subjects in phonetics, the study 
of sounds; phonemics, the formation 
of scientific alphabets; morphology 
and syntax, which helps in analysis 
of the individual system of a native 
language rather than pattern it after 


another language; ethnology; prob- 
lems in Bible translation; primer 
methods; foreign courtesy; relations 


with foreign governments; and many 
other helpful pointers from evangeli- 
cal missionaries that have been on 
the field and that can give field ex- 
perience to prospective missionaries. 
We thank the Lord for the great work 
that He is doing in this school and 
for the good that is being done there. 

If you feel that the Lord would 
have you to be a linguistic mission- 
ary, translating the Bible for those 
that do not have it, the field is cer- 
tainly ripe, and there is opportunity 
to learn how to translate the most 
precious Book in the world in the 
language of another whom God loves 
as greatly as He does you. 

Southey, a minor English poet of 
the late eighteenth century, said: 
“No man was ever yet convinced of 
any momentous truth without feeling 
in himself the power as well as the 
desire of communicating it.” If you 
are convinced that all need the Word 
of God, then, what are you doing 
about it?

The sermon by Rev. Wade H. Hor- 
ton, pastor of Kannapolis, N. C., was 
marked by a constant degree of sin- 
cerity and enthusiasm, which remind- 
ed all of the place God’s altar should 
have in our lives.

The ordination service was conduct- 
ed by Rev. John C. Jernigan, General 
Overseer. The ordination prayer by 
Rev. D. C. Boatwright, overseer of Vir- 
ginia. 

Rev. A. M. Phillips, pastor of Atlan- 
ta, Ga., delivered a discourse on Fri- 
day evening. His subject was “How I

in Atlanta). This was, indeed, a 
challenge to all, provoking to a broad- 


er vision and a deeper determination:

Sunday was given to our youth.

There were several other visiting min- 
isters, but best of all present was the 
Father, Son and Holy Ghost.—Edwin

ministering to the people. I felt 
ashamed, so after the service I went 
up to apologize for the bad language 
I had formerly used; but to my sur- 
prise the minister said, ‘Oh, you were 
just letting off steam; when you are 
out on the golf course like that it 
doesn’t matter.’”’ Imagine such blind 
leaders as we have existing today; in 
the ditch and dragging others in with 
them! 

II. Hypocritical Religion 

Matt. 6:2b, 5, 7b, “Verily I say unto 
you, They have their reward. And 
when thou prayest, thou shalt not 
be as the hypocrites are: for they love 
to pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the corners of the streets, that 
they may be seen of men. Verily I 
say unto you, they have their reward. 
For they think that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking.” Jesus here 
gives an outline of the rites of hypo- 
critical religion. Verse 8, “Be not ye 
therefore like unto them: for your 
father knoweth what things ye have 
need of, before ye ask him.” He plain- 
ly condemns them for such doings 
and commands His disciples to refrain 
from such practices. 

A woman, who had been carrying 
glasses home in her purse from the 
company where we worked, once 
asked me, “Don’t you think I’ll be all 
right if I can get by with it?” I told 
her frankly that I did not and gave 
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her scripture to prove my view, but 
she just said, “Oh!” and went right 
on. Some people today care little for 
what the Bible condemns or com- 
mands. No doubt, the Pharisees and 
hypocrites of Jesus’ day thought they 
were getting by with a lot of things, 
but they did not know that God was 
recording even their conversation and 
at final judgment they will find they 
have not received that for which they 
thought they had worked. 

I have seen that spirit existing in 
the church today. Some teach that 
if you can do certain things and keep 
the victory (or get by with it), it is 
all right to do so. Their deeds will be 
tried, also. 

III. True Religion 

True religion has James 1:27, “Pure 
religion and undefiled before God and 
the Father is this, To visit the father- 
less and widows in their affliction, 
and to keep himself unspotted from 
the world,” for its gauge, and that is 
a double gauge. 

I work where glass is made. My job 
is to select or inspect and gauge tum- 
blers. If the glasses do not gauge for 
height, there is no use to gauge them 
for diameter. To be a perfect sample, 
they must gauge for both. Some people 
who profess to have true religion fit 
the first part of this scripture but 
fail terribly on the last part of the 
gauging. Keep yourself unspotted. 
I'll admit that to associate daily and 
hourly with the world, we have to 
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keep a prayer going up constantly to 
God from our minds and hearts in 
order to keep from becoming con- 
taminated with sin. We can do it, 
and we must do it, if we expect our 
lives to fit the gauge of God’s Word. 
That is the gauge of true religion.
